DAMASCUS. — Syria's foreign 
nunister told U.S. special Middle 
East envoy Philip Habib yesterday 
that the U.S. can no longer help ar- 
bitrate peace in the region because 
its new defence agreement with 
Israel makes it "a direct party in this 
conflict," Syrian sources said. 

The sources told the Associated 
Press that Foreign Minister Abdul 
Halim Khaddam informed Habib at 
their afternoon meeting that "you 
have signed an agreement of 
strategic alliance with Israel. 

"Thus the U.S. no longer has the 
right to play any mediation role in 
the Arab- Israeli conflict," he said. 

The sources did not say how 
Habib reacted to the Syrian posi- 
tion. It was his first meeting with a 
Syrian official after motoring to 
Damascus following two days of 
calks with Lebanese political leaders 
in Beirut. 

Habib's trip is expected to in- 
clude visits to Saudi Arabia and 
Israel, with the chance of a return 
visit to Lebanon. 

Habib is trying to shore up lhe 
cease-fires he helped coordinate 
last summer in Beirut and South 
Lebanon, as well as tend to (he still 
explosive question of whether Syria 
will meet Israel's demands to 
remove the Syrian anti-aircraft mis- 
sies from Lebanon's eastern Bek a' a 
Valley. 

Meanwhile, Damascus Radio 
said the U^S. -Israeli pact “should 
uproot the friendship, if any indeed 
exists, between -some Arab 
countries and the U.S.”

U.S. denies secret annex 

Sharon hails accord 


with U.S. as historic

WASHINGTON. — Defence 
Minister Ariel Sharon, clearly upset 
by criticism in Israel against the 
just-signed U.S.-Israeli' agreement 
on strategic cooperation, yesterday 
cut short his visit here to be home 
for today's scheduled vote of no- 
confidence proposed by the opposi- 
tion Labour Alignment. 

“I’m convinced that the Knesset 
will accept the opinion of the 
government Sharon told reporters 
yesterday at the Stale Department 
following a lengthy meeting with 
Secretary of State Alexander Haig. 
The secretary was standing 
alongside Sharon during a. brief 
question-and-answer session. 

Sharon said. lhc,.J- ! -S. -Israeli 
memorandum of understanding 
signed Monday evening by himself 
and Defence Secretary Caspar 
Weinberger puts Israel “on a new 
level” as far as its “intcrnaiio 
situation” is concerned. 

Seeking lo underscore its histoH 
importance. Sharon had told Israeli 
reporters following the signing 
ceremony at a private dinner hosted 
by Weinberger (hat Israel had never 
been able to sign such an agreement 
with any foreign country in its 
history. 

Sharon specifically denied that 



the government had not ‘consulted 
with the Knesset Foreign Affairs 
and Defence Committee, as 
charged by Labour critics. He said 
the issue was discussed fully in the 
committee shortly after Prime 
Minister Menachem Begin’s return 
to Jerusalem from the White House 
summit with President Ronald 
Reagan in early September. It was 
then that the concept of such an 
agreement had been first approved 
by the two countries. 

Sharon said the deliberations 
leading up to the signing ceremony- 
had been “long." 

He expressed confidence that the 
government will have “no dif- 
ficulty” in explaining the agree- 
ment's importance to “the Israeli 
people and their representatives in 
the Knesset.” 

Senior Reagan administration of- 
ficials, meanwhile, were continuing 
to brace for a negative reaction in 
: Arab world^-Fear of such a 
ponse origindJlj^had limited how 
the AmericIlH^&gre prepared to 
go in broadeniiig IhVjLerms of the 
agreement. j . 

Despite officials denials, it was 
also apparent Ujai tbe. administra- 
tion, especially. the - Pentagon, had 
made a clear decision to soft-pedal 
the accord.

Extan to visit Egypt this month

Chief of Staff Rav-Aluf Rafael 
Eitan will go to Egypt on December 
13 at the invitation of his Egyptian 
counterpart.

Foreign Ministry officials in 
Cairo said that.

He said that 
in Egypt the peace process is depen- 
dent on one man, while in Israel it 
depends on the entire people. Eitan 
subsequently denied the remarks. 

In Cairo, the Middle East News 
Agency said that Egypt has sug- 
gested December 21 as the date for 
resuming the experls-level negotia- 
tions in Tel Aviv with Israel and the 
U.S. on Palestinian autonomy. 


Egypt, Soviets begin mending fences

Egyptian Foreign Ministry of- 
ficials yesterday held their first 
meeting in three months with Soviet 
embassy representatives in Cairo 
for what observers viewed as a bid 
to mend -fences between the two 
countries. 

No statement was issued follow- 
ing the meeting, which took place at 
the office of the Foreign Ministry 
deputy . director-general Kama! 
M'ansour. 

Relations betwwen Cairo and 
Moscow reached a low point three 
months ago when President Anwar 
Sadat expelled the Soviet ambas- 
sador after charging him with incite- 
ment against his regime. 


Shortly after Sadat's death in Oc- 
tober, however, his successor Hosni 
Mubarak ordered his country's 
media to observe a moratorium on 
anti-Soviet attacks. The Soviet 
Communist Party newspaper Provdo 
this week published an article ex- 
pressing satisfaction at what it cal- 
led the new trend in Cairo’s 
policies.- The article followed 
Mubarak's call on Egyptian new- 
spapers to stop attacks on Arab 
states, his release of over 30 promi- 
nent Egyptians Sadat had ordered 
jailed shortly before his assassina- 
tion, and his meetings with Sadat's 
political opponents, including some 
known for their affiliations with 
Moscow. 


Goren appeals to scientists

Antiquities Depart- 
ment Jerusalem area inspector 
Amos Kloner said the grave dated 
back -to the Byzantine or Persian

Cabinet ministers and Knesset 
Members were rushing home 
late yesterday in. order to 
guarantee Prime Minister 
Menachem Begin’s coalition 
government a majority when the 
Knesset today debates four mo- 
tions of no-confidence with 
respect to the signing of the 
memorandum of strategic 
cooperation between Israel and 
the U.S. 

The coalition yesterday sent 
urgent messages to ministers and 
MKs abroad, summoning them 
back for the Knesset session. The 
coalition is expected to defeat the 
motions by a handful of votes. 

The coalition normally has 61 
votes, to 59 for the opposition. But 
two opposition MKs. from Telem. 
are expected to abstain, reducing 
the opposition to 57. and Begin, 
hospitalized for a broken hip. will 
apparently be paired with Labour's 
Haim Bar-Lev. also in hospital. 
Hence the vote may well be 60 to 
56. 

Labour and Absorption Minister 
Aharon Abuhatzeira. who has 


stayed away from the Knesset since 
his fraud trial started, will appear to 
vote for the government, his Tami 
colleague Aharon Uzan said. 

Today's session will start at 5 p.m. 
instead of the usual 11 a.m. (on 
Wednesdays). This is because 
ministers and MKs will be at Sde 
Boker in the Negev, attending the 
memorial service marking (he 
eighth anniversary of the death of 
former prime minister David Ben- 
Gurion. 

Alignment MKs last night 
organized a plea to the High Court of 
Justice to prevent die session being 
caDed for 5 p.m.

Moda’i points to ‘deficiency’ 
in U.S.-Israel accord

The U.S.-Israel strategic accord 
could make it less likely that the 
U.S. would come to Israel's aid with 
a military -airlift in a future local 
war, as it did in the Yom Kippur 
War in 1973. This, says Minister 
without Portfolio Yitzhak Moda'i 
(Likud- Liberals), is & key "deficien- 
cy” in the accord. 

The accord, Moda'i explained in 
an interview yesterday, specifies 
US. -Israel cooperation against 
forces "from outside the region." 
Governments sometimes seize on 
the written word in order to justify a 
narrow interpretation of their com- 
mitments. Moda'i said. A future 
U.S. government could conceivably 
seize on this accord to justify 
witholding an airlift from Israel in 


the case of war with Syria, for exam- 
ple. 

Moda'i said this “deficiency” had 
occurred to him only yesterday. 
Possibly, though, it was covered in a 
secret protocol which he under- 
stood was attached lo the accord. 
"I'll ask Defence Minister Ariel 
Sharon and then I'll know." the 
minister said. 

What would he do if the 
“deficiency" was not covered in a 
secret protocol? ' "Ever since my 
youth, I have never answered 
hypothetical questions.” Moda'i 
replietl.

The cabinet yesterday again post- 
poned its debate on the budget cuts 
proposed by Finance Minister 
Yoram Aridor. The most important 
are in the Absorption Ministry and 
Broadcasting Authority ordinary 
budgets, and the Agriculture 
Ministry's development budget. 

Aridor wants to slash a total of 
IS 1,33 billion. This is about 2 per 
cent of the ordinary budget of the 
civilian ministries, where IS730 mil- 
lion are to be cut, and 3.3 per cent 
of the development budgets. 

The biggest proportional cut is in 
store for the Absorption Ministry, 
where expenditure is to be reduced 
by IS145m., or some 20 per cent. 
The decrease for the Broadcasting 
Authority is IS22.5m.. or 10 per 
cent. 

Local authorities are to trim their 
outlays by IS2!7m., but the sup- 
plementary budget approved on 
Sunday by the Knesset Finance 
Committee includes an •additional 
appropriation of IS743m. for them. 
TTiey are therefore, getting an ad- 
ditional IS526m. to spend. . 

The development budget is to be 
cut- by IS600m.: ISllOm. (6.6 per 
cent) in agriculture, IS160m. (2.8 


per cent) in housing, arid [$27m, 
(4.5 per cent) in the development of 
water projects. 

The smallest expenditure cuts are 
In the ordinary budgets of the 
Ministries of Labour and Social 
Welfare, and of Health, 0.6 and 0.5 
per cent, respectively. 

However, these two ministries 
will have their development budgets 
trimmed more. Outlays for educa- 
tion are to be slashed by 5.7 per 
cent, and far higher education by 
4.7 per cent. Development of health 
facilities will have to retrench by 3 
per cent. 

The three biggest absolute cuts in 
the development budgets of the 
Housing, Agriculture and Trade 
and Industry ministries: IS 160m.. 
1S1 10m., and IS120m., respectively. 
Together, these three account for 
nearly two-thirds of the total reduc- 
tion of development budgets. 

The proposed cuts have been 
agreed in advance between tbe 
Treasury and the directors-general 
of the ministries concerned, but 
Aridor is nevertheless, expected to 
run into difficulties in getting 
cabinet approval, particularly 
because of -Education Minister 
Zevulun Hammer's opposition.

Two Arab families 
most remove fence

Two Arab families living on the 
edge of Givat Hamivtar in northern 
Jerusalem, which is occupied 
almost entirely by Israeli housing, 
have been ordered by the state at- 
torney's office to remove a fence 
* from around a small tract of land 
adjacent to their homes. 

A spokeswoman- for the Israel 
Lands Administration said yester- 
day that the land had been part of a 
large tract expropriated by the 
government in 1969. In the past few 
months, she said, the Arab families 
had built a fence around a quarter 
dunam of a tract intended for hous- 
ing Tor handicapped veterans. She 
said the homes of the Arabs were 
not affected. 


Seif MuadPs confession describ- 
ing how he alone planned and car- 
ried out the murder of Beduin MK 
Hamad Abu Rabia last January was 
admitted as evidence yesterday in 
the Jerusalem Discrict Court. In the 
confession Seif claims that his 
brothers Dahesh and Ha'el, who 
rode with him in a jeep to the 
murder site, knew nothing of his in- 
tention to kill Abu Rabia. 

The court’s ruling yesterday, 
ended a prolonged bearing on the 
admissibility of the separate state- 
ments made by the brothers to the 
police. The defence -argued that 
pressure and inducements had been 
applied to extract the statements, 
which were hence inadmissible. The 
court's reasons for the ruling will be 
published with the final verdict. 

The brothers, who went on trial in 
June, are accused of murdering Abu 
Rabia because of his refusal to 
resign his Knesset seat so that their 
father. Sheikh Jaber Muadi, could 
take his place. 

In his confession. Seif says that 
when Abu Rabia arrived at the 
Hdyland Hotel in Jerusalem they 
were waiting in the jeep outside. He 
describes what happened next: 


doing?' I told him, Tm going to kill 
him.' Dahesh said: ‘Don't do it. 
They’ll catch us and throw us all in 
jail.' 1 told him, ‘I'm going to do it 
anyway...' 

“I got out cf the jeep and walked 
over to Abu Rabia. and when I was 
3-4 metres away I shot him first in 
the face.” Seif says that he shot Abu 
Rabia about five more times as he 
fell to the ground, called for Dahesh 
to start the jeep, and then rode off 
after throwing away the pistol and 
the gloves. 

Seif also says that on the day of 
the killing he left his village of Yirka 
with Ha'el. picked up Dahesh in 
Nablus, where he was deputy com- 
mander of the prison, and went on 
to Jerusalem. He claims he told 
them nothing of his plans to kill Abu 
Rabia. He says that he told them 
that they were going to the 
Hdyland Hotel to meet their father. 

In his confession Seif explains his 
motive: “He (Abu Rabia) cheated 
our family and the entire Druse 
community... I took it upon myself 
to wipe out this stain (on our 
honour). 1 sought to kill him so that 
everyone in the country would 
know that, with our record of loyal

MK protests plan to reinstate officer

Labour MK Yosef Sarid yester- 
day asked Chief of Staff Rafael 
Eitan not to restore officer's rank to 
a demoted IDF officer who went to 
prison for war crimes in the Lilani 
operation in South Lebanon three 
and a half years ago.

FL O defies UN to display flag, map

UNITED NATIONS. - The 
Palestine Liberation Organization 
delegation to the UN, defying six 
uniformed guards and efforts by 
Secretary-General Kurt Waldheim 
and others, succeeded yesterday in 
displaying a Palestinian flag and a 
map which replaced Israel with 
“Palestine.” The UN annual 
Palestine Solidarity Day was 
observed yesterday. 

The flag and map were displayed 
in a corridor outside the chamber 
by Zehdi Teizi, the PLO represen- 
tative to the UN. 

Israel protested to Waldheim and 
to other UN officials, but despite 
their efforts the flag and map were 
displayed all afternoon. According 
to an Israeli diplomat. Terzi and his 
aides threatened to use violence 


against any security guard who tried 
to remove the flag and map. 

The map was inscribed with 
Arabic characters showing the 
Palestinian state from the Mediter- 
ranean to the Jordan River. Israel 
was not on the map. 

An Israeli spokeswoman. Judith 
Dranger, blamed Waldheim and 
the "entire UN bureaucracy” for 
“surrendering to PLO terrorism, 
backing down in front of the PLO 
representative.” But she noted that 
Waldheim and his aides were sur- 
prised by the fact that the flag and 
map were not removed despite their 
orders. 

A compromise was reached in the 
evening wiih the flag and the map 
moved from the corridor “because 
it was contrary to UN rules” to the 
conference room where the com- 
mittee on Palestinian rights was 
meeting.

Recriminations 
between the two groups are 
mounting, but it is too early to 
predict whether similar elements in 
Arab villages will also cut their ties 
with Rakah.

FAITHFUL to his credo of thrif- 
tiness, State Comptroller Yitzhak 
Nebenzahl hired the hall oTMoshav 
Ora just outside 
Jerusalem and 
ordered a modest 
buffet of cake, 
fruit and open 
sandwiches for a 
farewell recep- 
tion for alt his 
employees Iasi 
Sunday night. 
Because there 
were only enouglr chairs for half the 
500 guests, when the affair was half 
over the outgoing comptroller 
asked those who were sitting to give 
their seats to the others. In his 
remarks the comptroller did not 
mention the fact that his successor 
has 'still not been named, even 
though the post will be vacant on 
January 1. 

REPRESENTATIVE Jack Kemp 
(Republican-New York) said he is 
"personally going to call” on Presi- 
dent Ronald Reagan to convene a 
. "Camp David II" to renew the Mid- 
dle East peace process. The con- 
gressman, a popular Republican 
conservative, also said the U.S. 
should reject the eight-point Saudi 
plan. Speaking at a luncheon 
meeting in New York of the Jewish 
National Fund, Kemp said "the 
Fahd plan is, in effect, an attack on 
the peace process in the Mid- 
dle East," which "plays into the 
hands of the Palestine Liberation 
Organization.'* He described 
Lebanon as a "de facto Palestinian 
state," occupied mainly by the PLO 
and Syria, which he called "Soviet 
client states” Kemp also asserted 
that the PLO is a creation of the 
KGB — the Soviet secret police. 

AN ACCUSATION that MK Akira 
Nof and other Knesset members are 
using the issue of equality of the 
sexes to dis- 
criminate against 
women was level- 
led by Na'amat 
secretary-general 
Masha Lubelsky. 
She was referring 
to proposed 
legislation which 
would change the 
present system 
whereby rabbinical courts 
automatically award custody of 
children under six to the mother. 
Because women are considered in- 
ferior in the rabbinical courts, the 
proposal would, in fact, give undue 
leverage to men in divorce cases, 
she claimed. Nof himself has been 
involved in highly publicized 
divorce proceedings. 

WEST GERMAN President Karl 
Carstens is expected to sign a decree 
compelling avowed neo-Nazi ac- 
tivist Josefine Jnergeus to give back 
her B undesverdienstkreuz , the 
highest civilian decoration awarded 
by the state. Juergens, 77, was given 
the decoration in May for her 
humanitarian activities on behalf or 
prisoners. It was only after the 
award presentation that a Cologne 
radio station reported her presence 
at a meeting of S title Hitje (Quiet 
Help), an organization to assist Nazi 
war criminals, and pointed out that 
Juergens concentrated her activities 
on their behalf. During the 
Maidanek trial in Duesseldorf 
recently, she attended the trial near- 
ly every day, bringing hoi meals to 
Nazi defendants. 

AFTER a brief stopover in Paris for 
a press conference on his way back 
to Israel from meetings with 
parliamentary counterparts in 
London, Labour Party chairman 
MK SUmon Peres made a lengthier 
overnight stopover al Sheba 
Hospital in Tel Hashomer. The op- 
position leader felt ill on the plane 
from Paris and thought it would be 
better to go straight to the hospital 
for a checkup when he arrived. He 
was released yesterday afternoon 
after doctors pronounced him fit.

The Jerusalem Post will celebrate 
its 50th anniversary by planting a 
jubilee forest northeast of the 
capital's Neve Ya’acov quarter in 
honour of its subscribers. 

The forest, which will eventually 
be a picnic and recreation area, will 
mark the first half-century of the 
paper, whose anniversary year 
begins today. With its tens of thou- 
sands of trees, the forest will com- 
prise part of the green beh planned 
by the Jewish National Fund to en- 
circle tbe city within the next five 
years. 

JNF board chairman Moshe 
Rivlin praised the idea of the jubilee 
forest tar the spirit of cooperation 
and involvement that it will foster 
between Post readers and the effort 
to redeem the Land of Israel. 
Yesterday he presented the editors, 
Ari Rath and Erwin Frenkel, with a 
framed certificate symbolizing the 
1,000 Lrees that 77je Post has already 
donated to kick off the project. 

Every new or renewing subscriber 
to the paper or the Weekly Inter- 
national Edition of The Post will 
have a tree planted in his honour or 
in that of the person he chooses and 
receive a JNF certificate. So far. 


10.000 subscribers tor tbe weekly 
edition have asked to lake part. 

"1 hope that it won't be long 
before the children of The Post 
family will be able to play in the 
jubilee forest," Rivlin said. 

The Jerusalem green beh will get 
top priority among JNF afforesta- 
tion projects. Rivlin added. With 
help from the Jerusalem 
Municipality and the Israel Lands 
Administration, the JNF will com- 
plete forests covering 10,000 
dunams around the city. 

The area around the Ramoi and 
Neve Ya'acov quarters will be the 
first to be planted to complete the 
ring of green around Jerusalem. Ap- 
propriately beginning in the official 
centennial of settlement, the green 
belt project will include a special 
planting on Tu Bi’Shvat, the birth- 
day of the Knesset, in which 
representatives from every settle- 
ment in the country will plant trees 
near French Hill. 

On the national scene, the JNF is 
now working according to a just- 
approved forest outline (dan up to 
the year 2000, according to which 

500.000 more dunams of forest will 
be added to the existing nearly one 
million dunams of forest in the 
country. 


Police promise rape victims Improved public attitude 
humane, efficient treatment toward homosexuals sought

Rape victims will receive more 
humane and efficient treatment in 
15 hospitals throughout the country 
as the police launch a programme 
aimed at faster identification of 
rapists, Tat-Nitzav Meir Kaplan, 
head of the police criminal iden- 
tification department, told a press 
conference yesterday. 

The programme, which involves 
having a female social worker pre- 
sent during a rape victim's inter- 
rogation and gynecological ex- 
amination at the hospital, also aims 
at encouraging victims of rape and 
sexual assault to report the crime to 
the police, he said. Al present most 
victims prefer to remain silent. 

A special kit has been devised by 
the head of the police biological 
laboratory. Dr. Assa Marbach, and 
provided to 15 hospitals from Safad 
to Eilat. It will enable doctors to 
take semen samples, vaginal 
cultures and other data to help ihe 
police identify the rapist. Doctors 
have been briefed by the police con- 
cerning the required data and the 
psychological trauma which the vic- 
tim may be suffering. 

Until now rape victims were 
taken by the police- to the Institute 
of Forensic Medicine to-be ex- 
amined by a pathologist, or treated 
by doctors who "did not know ex- 


actly what to look for,” Marbach 
said. 

He noted that many complaints 
have been received about the 
"humiliating" and “inhumane” 
treatment which rape victims have 
been subjected to at the hands or 
the police. 

Kaplan said that “the police have 
no data” on the number of reported 
rapes and sexual assaults during the 
past year or previous years. He also 
could not estimate the percentage 
of reported rapes in comparison to 
the admittedly much larger number 
of unreported rapes. 

However, the manager of the Tel 
Aviv Rape Crisis Centre, sociologist 
Esther Eilam, said that according to 
information received from the 
police, there were some 11,200 
reports of sexual assaults during 
1980. She estimated the reports are 
10 to 20 per cent of the rapes and 
sexual assaults which actually oc- 
cur. 

The Tel Aviv Rape Crisis Centre 
has treated some 200 rape cases 
during the past year. 

A rape crisis centre will begin 
operating next month in Jerusalem. 
There already is a centre in Haifa. 
Eilam urged the police to avail 
themselves of the experienced 
volunteer help provided by these 
centres for the good of the victim, 
instead of treating her “like a police 
exhibit." 


Women succeed as IAF technicians

HAIFA. — Women soldiers have 
proved to be excellent Air Force 
technicians, the IAF Technical 
School commander said here 
yesterday, and the school is ready to 
take more. 

They have integrated well in clas- 
ses and training hangars during the 
three years the programme has ex- 
isted, he said. "We were quite ap- 
prehensive at first. It’s a hard course 
and no one knew how they would 
stand the pressure." he recalled. 

Today they have become “part of 
the landscape” and enjoy the same 
status as their male counterparts. 
The IAF has started to send women 
for specialized training at the school 
and .wants more to enroll as. regular 
students, he added. 

Clad in standard military overalls 
and ankle-high boots, women used 
to be an unusual sight in the 
predominantly male groups at the 
school — but now the men seem to 
be - used to them. "It took us some 
tirne to get used to having a pretty 
girl ordering us around, but now it’s 
okay,*’ a youthful student of 


Skyhawk engines said of his smiling 
instructor. 

The commander said that the 
school has as many students as it 
needs to provide the Air Force with 
ground crews, although it is far from 
being filled to capacity. 

The school has two sections, he 
explained: "Schools for boys and 
girls still beneath military age. 
which operate like other technical 
schools, and maintenance and 
electronics schools that graduate 
technician and ground crews.” 

Local Authorities Law

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Mitterrand buries hatchet 
with Algerian ex-rebels 


ALGIERS (Reuter), — French 
President Francois Mitterrand ad- 
dressed the Algerian parliament 
yesterday and praised the men who 
fought France for independence a> 
heroes. 

Mitterrand's speech, one of the 
high-spots of his luo-du\ visit of 
reconciliation, brought "long ap- 
plause from deputies. 

But the French leader also took the 
opportunity to defend the right of all 
peoples caught up in the Middle East 
conflict to exist In security, by 
implication referring to Israel. 

He told the Algerians, members 
of the hardline Arab Steadfastness , 
Front rejecting the Egvptian-lsraeh 
peace treaty, that the conflict op- 
posed "two peoples, two histories 
constantly at odds, sharing a lo\e i»i • 
the same land." 

France, he said, believed that 
right should prevail, "the right 
which supposes recognition of 
anyone’s right to existence and to 
security, and to the means ol ensur- 
ing that security." 

The French leader told parlia- 
ment yesterday France and Algeria 
must now put aside past differences 
and create a new climate of trust. 

"It was in that spirit that I paid 
tribute lo the heroes who symbolize 
the Algerian nation." Mitterrand 


said. 

During the part of his speech 
devoted to foreign policy, the presi- 
dent made discreet mention of the 
West Saharan conflict, in which 
Algerian-backed Polisario guerrillas 
arc battling Moroccan troops for 
control of the territory. 

Mitterrand, who before his elec- 
tion last May adopted a pro- 
Polisario position, yesterday 
avoided any comments. 

Belgian FM will try 
to form government 

BRUSSELS (Reuter). — King 
Bauduoin of Belgium yesterday 
charged Foreign Minister Charles- 
Ferdinand Nothomb. a member of 
the French-speaking Sociui Chris- 
tian Party (PSC). with the task of 
forming a new government, the 
royal palace announced. 

A brief communique said 
Nothomb, foreign minister in the 
outgoing centre-left coalition of 
Prime Minister Mark Eyskens. hud 
accepted the mission. He will be 
taking up a task abandoned on 
Monday by Flemish Liberal leader 
Willy de Clercq. after the PSC 
refused lo join a centre-right coali- 
tion which he had proposed. 


Angola blames 
S. Africa for 
sabotage 

LISBON (UPI). — Angola has con- 
firmed that its only petroleum 
refinery, located on the outskirts of 
the capital, was set ablaze by 
saboteurs and charged South Africa 
was responsible for the attack 

aimed at “destabilizing*' the Cuban- 
garrisoned, oil-producing country. 

“Material evidence found at the 
(attack) site permits us to say it was 
one more action organized by inter- 
national imperialism through the 
racist South African regime.’* the 
Angolan news agency ANGOP said 
in a dispatch received here yesier- 
day. 

The agency did not elaborate on 
the charge of South African in- 
volvement in the Monday attack or 
detail the nature of the evidence 
found. 

Quoting a government communi- 
que, the official agency said the 
huge fire at the slate-run Peirangol 
refinery in suburban Luanda was 
“under control" but still raging 
Monday night, about 20 hours after 
the attack. 

At a press conference in New 
York on Monday. Jonas Savimbi. 
chief of the National Union for 
Angola's Total Independence 
(UNITA) insurgent movement, said 
UNITA commandos set the refinery 
afire in a bazooka attack.

MILAN (UPI). — Leonardo da 
Vinci's Last Supper, perhaps the best 
known painting in the world, is un- 
dergoing extensive restoration and 
revealing previously unknown 
facets of the Renaissance master's 
genius. 

The mural depicting Christ's last 
supper with his apostles now shows 
the diners seated in a tapestried 
room, eating oranges and drinking 
from gold-rimmed glasses — all 
previously unknown details. 

According to Carlo Benilli. the 
city's superintendent of artistic 
heritage, another detail uncovered 
by the four years of restoration is 
that one of the apostles, Simon, did 
not originally have a beard. 

Bertilli told the newspaper Car- 
rier* della Sera that Leonardo, who 
painted the Last Supper in the refec- 
tory of the Santa Maria della Graziu 
church between 1495 and 1498. 


originally had Simon with a light 
chin stubble. He said the long beard 
known to modern art experts was 
added to Simon's face by later 
restorers. 

Also striking, he said, is that the 
famous “dark doors'* that line the 
room in which Christ and his apos- 
tles are eating are not doors at all, 
but tapestries. 

Art experts have long suspected 
the Last Supper was drastically 
altered by subsequent painters. 

The problem is that Leonardo 
used experimental oil-tempura pig- 
ments in painting the Last Supper in- 
stead of the well-tried fresco techni- 
ques of the time. Within a few years 
of its completion, the brilliam. 
original colours of the painting were 
faded and cracking off the wall and 
the restorers were called in. 

Many of those 18th and 19th cen- 
tury restorers were less than faithful 


Warsaw police lay siege 
to cadets staging sit-in

W A RSAW(UPI). — Police detach- 
ments yesterday virtually laid siege 
to a paramilitary firefighters officers 
academy where defiant cadets pres- 
sed on with their Solidarity union- 
backed occupation of the building. 

But Warsaw Solidarity 
spokesman # Janusz Onyszkiewicz 
said an overnight truce had been 
reached in urgent mediations. He 
said there would be more talks. 

At least 200 police ringed lhe 
complex in north Warsaw late Mon- 
day night, sealing off the area to 200 
or 300 angry friends and relatives 
who whistled and jeered at police. 

The 300-odd cadets begun their 
sit-in on Wednesday lo demand the 
academy be excluded from the 
military school system. 

The government on Monday 
reacted by formally shutting the 
school, saying only those cadets 
who left the building by Monday 


evening would be allowed to enrol 
in any new academy set up later. 

Police have surrounded the 
school Tor several days prompting 
fears of a forceful eviction of the 
strikers. Units were beefed up con- 
siderably Monday. 

Onyszkiewicz said officials from 
the respected Polish Academy of 
Science had mediated at least a 
temporary truce. 

"Everything is on hold over- 
night.*' he said, adding that the 
situation had been so tense that 
"clashes" had been feared. 

In other developments yesterday, 
the price of vodka and other 
alcoholic drinks went up by 75 per 
cent. 

Finance Minister Marian Krzak 
said production costs had been 
raised, and there had been shor- 
tages of ingredients such as potatoes 
and rye. 


New Zealand Poll reversed by miscount 


WELLINGTON (Reuter). — New 
Zealand’ political scene was in con- 
fusion yesterday after several 
counting errors were discovered in 
last Saturday's election results, one 
of which gave the ruling National 
Party an absolute majority. 

The most important error was 
found in the North Island provincial 
town of Gisborne, where a check 
revealed 100 voles Had been er- 
roneously given to the opposition 
Labour Party candidate, who was 
originally announced to have won 
the seat. The revised figures 
reversed the result and returned the 


Gisborne seat to the National Party, 
giving it 47 seats. 

The added seat will give the 
government a working majority in- 
stead of the original hung result, 
when its 46 seats were equalled by 
Labour's 44 and Social Credit's two. 
After the government appointed a 
non-voting speaker it would have 
been in a minority under the 
original result. 

However, there is no certainly 
that the final result will not change 
again when absentee ballots are 
finished being counted in another 
1 i days. 


Britain rejects buying out Zimbabwe fanners 


LONDON (UP1). - Foreign 
Secretary Lord Carrington has re- 
jected a claim b> the Zimbabwe 
government that it is Britain’s duty 
to buy out European farmers in the 
southern African country, the 
government disclosed yesterday. 

Carrington did so in testimony to 
the House of Commons foreign af- 
fairs committee made public in a 
government white paper. 

Carrington said the cost of the 
programme proposed by Zimbabwe 
Prime Minister Robert Mugabe's 
government is beyond the capacity 


of any individual country. 

"The government wishes to 
emphasize." the while paper said in 
a summary of Carrington's 
testimony, "that at both the Lan- 
caster House (independence) con- 
ference and in discussions with the 
Zimbabwe government since in- 
dependence, it has been at pains to 
make it perfectly clear that, while it 
recognizes the importance of ex- 
tending land ownership and is will- 
ing to help in this area, the costs are 
beyond the capacity of any in- 
dividual donor country." 


Powers open European nuclear arms talks 


GENEVA (UPI). — U.S. and Soviet 
arms control negotiators began 
detailed talks yesterday on limiting 
nuclear weapons in Europe, confer- 
ring for 2*4 hours and agreeing to 
meet again on Friday. 

“Everything's okay," Soviet chief 
delegate Yuli Kvitsinky said sm- 
ilingly in English when asked how 
the first working session had gone. 

”We meet again on Friday." the 
45-vear-old Soviet negotiator said. 


Estonian protest strike 
fails to materialize 

TALLINN. USSR (UPI). — Esto- 
nians yesterday shunned a 
widespread call to protest against 
Soviet rule with a one -half-hour 
strike. Life was normal in the 
medieval capital of Tallinn. 

Several Estonian organizations 
backing the unprecedented strike 
action had predicted that very few 
people would heed the call to stop 
working, disembark from public 
transportation and remain silent for 
30 minutes beginning at 10 a.m. 


The two sides agreed to hold two 
weekly sessions, on Tuesdays at 
U.S. delegation headquarters and 
Fridays at the Soviet mission. 

Other than announcements on 
the date and place of each meeting, 
a total news blackout was imposed 
on the negotiations to prevent a 
public propaganda debate and to 
improve chances of reaching an 
agreement. 


Kissing couple blocks

SYDNEY <AP). — A man has been 
fined S900 (Australian) and dis- 
qualified from driving for IS months 
after he held up traffic while kissing 
a female companion. 

Police said Mikel Stanton, 21. 
drove through a red traffic light on 
November 3 and parked in the mid- 
dle of a Sydney intersection. 
Stanton "proceeded to hug and kiss 
a female passenger in his car" 
through three changes of the light.

Natalie Wood 
was drunk 
before drowning 

LOS ANGELES (UPI) — An intox- 
icated Natalie Wood apparently 
slipped while trying to board a small 
dinghy following an argument on 
her yacht and drowned accidentally 
in a panic, the county coroner said 
on Monday. 

“There is no evidence offouf play 
or any cause of death other than ac- 
cidental drowning,” Coroner 
Thomas Noguchi said, following an 
autopsy. 

Noguchi said Wood left the boat 
anchored off Santa Catalina island 
following an argument between her 
husband, actor Robert Wagner, and 
actor friend Christopher Walken. 

He also disclosed that the movie 
star's blood alcohol level at the time 
of her death was .14 and said her in- 
toxication was “one of the factors 
involved in the fact that she was not 
able to respond to the emergency." 
In California, the legal level of in- 
toxication is .10. 

He said the dinghy was untied 
when Wood tried to climb into it 
and said die scraped her left cheek 
and possibly banged her head in the 
fall. He said it was also “quite pos- 
sible" that after she hit the water 
and bumped her head, she panicked 
in the dark. 

Wood's body, clad in a blue 
nightgown, red down jacket and 
socks, was found shortly after dawn 
Sunday, floating just beneath the 
Surface about a kilometre and a half 
from the boat ofT the Southern 
California coast.

Yet there is no 
sign that the party is going lo rid 
itself of the deadly combination of 
Tony Benn’s messianic fervour at 
the top and intolerant conspiracy at 
the base."

LORIENT, France (AP). v- A 56- 
year-old man was hospitalized on 
Monday after being trapped in a 
public toilet for four days and four 
nights before his cries for help final- 
ly were heard, police said. 

Yvon Denaiud, an unemployed 
carpenter, entered a little-used 
public toilet on a small street in this 
northwest French town on Wednes? 
day, accidentally jamming the lock-, 
ing mechanism when be closed the 
door, police said. 

Off and on for the next. 96 'hours 
Denaiud called for help, bat ap- 
parently was unable to attract any 
attention until Sunday morning 
when a passerby heard his weak 
cries and alerted police. 

Hospital officials said the man 
was in “a very weak condition." _ 



Chess world ponders: who will mate Karpov? 


ROME (Reuter). — The chess 
world is looking for a new genius to 
challenge world title holder Anatoly 
Karpov after he beat Soviet exile 
Victor Korchnoi for the second 
time. 

In the Italian spa resort of 
Merano last month. Karpov, a triple 
world champion and hero of the 
Soviet Union at age 30. defeated 
Korchnoi in the shortest title match 
since the International Chess 
Federation. FIDE, was formed in 
1948. 

The 6-2 result with 10 draws also 
closed another round of the hostility 
between the two men which has 
earned them unflattering epithets 
on the chess circuit. 

Karpov's safe and simple style has 
brought him the most impressive 
record of any modern champion. 
Three young grandmasters arc 
thought to be the most likely chal- 
lengers for his title in 19S4. though 
no one is ruling out another bid by 
50-ycar-old Korchnoi. 

Dutch Grandmaster Jan Timman. 
the same age as Karpov, has already 


beaten the champion twice. Once 
regarded as the wild young man of 
Dutch chess, Timman has matured 
into a serious professional who 
stands equal fourth in the world 
rankings. 

He shares that placing with a 
younger and more glittering talent. 
The meteoric rise of lS-year-old 
Soviet prodigy Gary Kasparov can 
only be compared to that of Bobby 
Fischer, the turbulent American 
super-brain who relinquished his 
world title to Karpov in 1975 
without a fight. 

Kasparov, who changed his name 
five years ago from Weinstein to 
project a more typical Soviet image, 
is already spoken of by other grand- 
masters with a kind of awe. 

Grandmaster Lev Alburt. like 
Korchnoi a Soviet exile, played 
Kasparov three years ago, and lost. 

“His analysis is brilliant. He can 
play the game in his head, blindfold, 
he sees it so clearly," Alburt said. 

In Merano, a story went the 
rounds of an end-game problem 
once used by a Soviet grandmaster 


as an intelligence test. 

Fischer could solve. it in two 
minutes, the story went. Former 
world champions Tigran Petrosian 
and Vassily Smislov .gave np. 
Kasparov solved it in one minute 
without a board. 

On paper, Karpov's next chal- 
lenger could be West. Germany's 
Robert Hubner, ranked third in the 
world. But he is hampered by a ner- 
vous temperament. He has twtee- 
. resigned prematurely in the qualify-’ 
ing stages because of the tension in- 
volved, and many grandmasters do 
not consider him a real threat to the 
champion. 

Nerves have always been one of 
Bobby Fischer’s problems, although 
a showdown between him and Kar- 
pov in 1984 would be an attractive 
prospect for chess fans. ’ 

By soundly defeating Boris Spas- 
sky in 1972, Fischer became the first 
non -Soviet champion in 45- . years 
and, despite his absence from, chess 
since then, he is widely regarded as 
the strongest player of all time.

EVERYBODY KNEW- about ii 
when Ben -Gur ion began to practise 
standing on his head about 18 years 
ago, because it made so tempting a 
photograph. If he was staying in 
Herzliya, you could catch him on 
the beach most mornings. tT you 
went early enough, about half an 
hour after sunrise. 

There was all this simplistic 
philosophy you could get into the 
caption about the world being up- 
tide down. The first thing to do, of 
course, was to look at the picture 
the other way up. You found a look 
of mild concentration, but also of a 
relaxed pleasure. With gravity 
reversed, features are distorted, of 
course, especially in the elderly. 
Standing on your head for con- 
siderable periods is much valued by 
the yoga schools of mental and 
physical training, who say that more 
blood to your brain and reverse 
pressure on your arteries keeps both 
in good- shape. 

“What is the point of Ben-Gurion 
standing on his head?” I asked Dr. 
Moshe Feldenkrais at the time. He 
ts a well-known Tel Aviv expert on 
physiotherapy and student of what 
makes people work, how and why. 
He is almost better known today in 
Switzerland or Germany, where his 
courses were held on television, 
than here, and also at American un- 
iversities, where he has lectured. 

“1 told B.-G. one day to jump off 
a little stool with both feet together, 
and he said he couldn't. He couldn't 
recall having jumped off anything 
ever, or not since he was a child. I 
told him there was nothing wrong 
with him, that if he gained proper 
control of his body he could even 
learn to stand on his head.” 

It seems B.-G. liked the idea of 
being able to do anything he wanted 
with himself. 1 remembered silting 
in the press gallery in Ihe old Knes- 
set building, with the Cabinet table 
below us, hot far away. It had been 
agonizing to watch Ben-Gurion grip 
the arms of his chair and heave 
himself up, trying to suppress a 
grimace of pain. He had lumbago 
badly, and the baths at Tiberias did 
not help. After he began treatment 
with Moshe, which developed into a 
friendship lasting over many years. . 
he jumped out of the chair and ran 
up to the speaker’s desk twice as 
fast as any other Knesset Member 
because he enjoyed his new-found 
mobility, this sense of restored con- 
trol. 

Feldenkrais used to go and work 
with him most mornings, and at one 
time political opponents of Ben- 
Gurion whispered that he was a 
kind of latter-day Rasputin. “Such 
nonsense,” Moshe said then. “He 
never talks about politics to me! I 
don't much believe in this kind of 
politics. He does talk about people 
sometimes ” 

I ASKED him to recall some of 
these observations. One of the most 
complimentary concerned Israel 
Galili, now a close associate of 
Premier Mcir. There was a headline 
in Davor one day quoting a critical

remark of Galili's directed against 
B.-G. He pointed to it. “He's the 
only opponent in the whole Knesset 
worth arguing with. He’s strong and 
he’s clever. There's somebody ihere 
lo talk to.” 

There is rather an odd one aboul 
Eban, also laudatory. There had 
been some kind of argument con- 
cerning the action to be taken in the 
Security Council. Eban had been 
sharply opposed to the line B.-G. 
wanted to take, but it was not easy 
to sway the cabinet against him. 

B.-G. said. “If you are so much 
opposed to this line, perhaps 
somebody else should go this time 
to present it?” Eban said no. The 
cabinet was the cabinet and he was 
certainly bound to carry out its deci- 
sion. Eban went, and made an ex- 
cellent speech in support of a view 
he thought mistaken. Moshe 
laughed, remembering B.-G.'s own 
glee in telling him the rest of the 
story. “I told Eban when he came 
back that I had arranged to listen to 
his speech in New York because I 
had been anxious about it. But- it 
was perfect. I said to him. ‘You 
finally persuaded me. You see, I had 
not been quite sure -of myself in this 
business, but after I heard you, 1 
had no more doubts myself.’ ” 

“What do you think of Begin?” 
B.-G. demanded one day. Moshe 


answered that he didn't realty know 
him. and didn’t listen much to his 
speeches. B.-G. went on. “] had a 
big fight with him today.” Moshe 
said he had heard a bit of that on the 
radio. To me he added that B.-G. 
had been spitting -fire and brim- 
stone. “And you’re right you had a 
fight with Begin. It wasn’t with what 
he was saying. You go into a fighting 
posture every time you hear him. 
Next time, disregard Begin, imagine 
Moshe Dayan were saying the same 
thing, and answer him the way you 
would answer Dayan. I'm not con- 
cerned with that you do. but how. 
Action can't be efficient if it is not 
directed at the real point.” 

The next day B.-G. said in the 
Knesset, out of the blue, “f wish to 
add to what I said yesterday. I am 
quite sure that Begin and his parly 
an good patriots, like the rest of the 
citizens of Israel.” 

WHEN MOSHE DAYAN, came 
back from a trip to Uganda, after he 
had left tfie army and before he 
joined the government-, B.-G. asked 
Feldenkrais once whether he knew 
him, and what he thought of him. 

“I don’t know him, but I met him 
at a party once. Like any man of 
sense with one eye. he doesn't want 
to look at things from the side. So 
he turns his head a bit all the time to 


get the good eye about in the 
centre. If he does it without knott- 
ing about it, without being aware of 
it, it will deform his neck and spine 
and aggravate any natural asymmelr) 
there is. The result will be headache 
and pain in the back and pelvis. And 
in a proper hospital they will treat 
the symptoms and leave such a sim- 
ple cause alone.” 

A few days later B.-G. looked for 
Feldenkrais, and left a message for 
him to call him back however late it 
might be. When Feldenkrais got 
him on the phone. B.-G. was ex- 
cited. “You were quite right.*' he 
said. “Moshe has all these pains, 
just as you said.” 

Dayan turned up a few days later, 
saying a bit sheepishly. “I got an 
order from the Old Man to come to 
you.” ■ 

Next time Feldenkrais saw B.-G. 
he wanted to know how it had gone. 
“He held his head crooked, but he 
is learning amazingly fast how to 
straighten it out. After that it will 
again be fluid and fluent: like few 
people’s. If your head is fully mobile, 
it's a great advantage biologically. 
Originally it meant you could see an 
enemy one side, look the other side, 
and decide fast which way to go. It 
still holds, up to a point. People who 
hold their head rigid lend to be rigid 


in -thinking and action. If your head 
remains mobile, you stay flexible, 
ready for action or inaction. Not 
like a bull charging straight ahead 
with horns down and no thought of 
whether there is any retreat. With a 
weaker character you might be 
fickle.” B.-G. wanted to know every 
detail, until Feldenkrais asked why 
he was so concerned. 

“Because one has lo think ahead 
about the next generation./ When I 
go, even if it is only in ten years or 
12 years, the state will need new 
leaders. Moshe wouldn’t be ready 
yet now, he makes up his nund loo 
fast. But when he is a little older and 
has a cool head, and can. stop lo 
think...I’ve been looking .'round 
carefully and I don’t see anybody 
better.” 

Recently, he became anxidps that 
he would not have lime to carry out 
all the things he wanted, to do. 
What, for instance. Felde/ikrais 
asked? 

“I wanted to write a book- about 
our relations with Russia. After all. 
it was their vote that goi-^us the 
state. I don't think we should forget 
that.” 

IN HIS private life, off the political 
stage, nobody could have- been 
more unpresuming than B.-0: 1 had 
finished an interview with him at 
Sde Boker, at a time when fie was 
again prime minister, and he.jnvited 
me to walk across lo the" : dining 
room with him for !unch.'“Paulu has 
gone already. 1 heard her.”.. 

He fussed around, obviously 
looking for something., and I 
realized it must be his shoes: which 
were tucked under the end of the 
couch — he was in Tell slippers. As 
he put them on, he explained: "It's 
dry outside and I don't see- the dif- 
ference. but Paula does hateTTie lu 
come in in slippers, particularly if 
there are guests." 

It was the eve of a holiday and the 
lunch was not much — a filed egg 
and baked beans — and I could see 
he was horribly embarrassed^ lo be 
given a piece of chicken instead. I 
went on picking at a bunch of 
grapes to make time for him to tell 
me the story of an African president 
who had been much impressed by a 
girl who had done her.V/wrAo/ 
(French matriculations) arid was 
washing the floor in the children's 
house. Suddenly he got up and went 
through into the kitchen nexf door. 
A few minutes later he resipjieured 
with a rather crooked fried egg on a 
plate, beaming. 

“1 fried it for you myself. Paula 
wasn't there. You’ve got a long way 
to go back and I think you're still 
hungry.” -V

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Gimme shelter

AFTER over a decade of homelessness, the 
Jerusalem animal shelter — which finds 
homes -for stray dogs and a few cats — has 
finally found a place of its own. 


On December 16, the shelter will dedicate 
its new animal clinic complete with operating 
room and X-ray machine, in memory of Joel 
Leventhal. a New York veterinary student 
who was killed in a traffic accident on the way 
to his examinations. His mother Miriam and 
two surviving brothers will arrive here for the 
dedication of the building, for which they 
donated 530,000; 


The clinic will eventually become a “kupat 
holim for dogs," according to Joan Comay, 
the guiding light behind the shelter, who heads 
the Jerusalem Animal Protection Society. 
The clinic will make possible the treatment of 
dogs brought in by pet owners or those found 


homeless in the streets. The current 300 menv- 
bers of the society (wh o v g^;I^ 7Q; a^ea_r) and,, 
those dog-owners ~vyh<s 

to get a kind of dog health insurance for their 
pets at the clinic. 

The shelter opened last year to replace the 
delapidated structure at the foot of Mt. Zion 
that dgted back to Mandatory times , and was 
bulldozed in the late Sixties. "Five times we 
were given plots by the municipality,” says 
Comay, "but they took them away after, 
neighbours complained.” Finally, the society 
was offered land in Atarot, far from ’ residen- 
tial areas, where the dogs’ barking would be 
drowned out by factory noise. But the society 
had to raise money by itself. It is built, but it 
remains a hand-to-mouth operation, partly 
based on volunteers. 

"One of our supporters found an aban- 
doned puppy in the street,” Comay recalls.

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“She took it home, cleaned it up and sold it 
for 5400 to a pet shop. She donated the money 
to us.” Then there was a shipment of granola 
that couldn’t be sold because mice had gotten 
into it. The company donated the food, which 
is fine for fattening puppies. 

Jerusalem has long had a municipal dog 
pound, but Comay won’t comment why slje 
believes an animal shelter is also needed in 
the city. But she will say that “every humane 
j:ity jn f the world has an S.P.C.A. shelter in ad- 
^dkicftilto a municipal facility. The Atarot 
shelter “puts to sleep” about one dog a week, 
but these are “desperate cases” that are too ill 
or have, no hope of finding a home. 

The shelter’s “residents” — both strays and 
boarders — bark a loud greeting in unison 
when Comay or their attendant, Dalia White, 
arrive in the morning. There are 12 cages on 
each side of the kennel, the paying guests 
(their owners pay about IS40 for board per 
dog when they go on vacation) kept strictly 
separate from the strays. The dogs can go in- 
doors for cover in wet or cold weather, and 
heaters operate at night in the aisle between 
the rows of cages. 

Comay dreams of the day when the boar- 
ders' fees will support all the strays as well. 
Some of the boarders are “live-in students" 


taking training from Russian-born trainer 
Avraham Rachkovsky. Both the ■ guests and 
the strays get the same food and treatment, 
says Comay, except that the guests are 
allowed to run in a yard, while the strays must 
be kept isolated until they get a clean bill of 
health from the veterinarian. 

Dalia, the attendant, cheerfully cleans the 
cages and feeds the dogs, working eight, or 
nine hours a day. She always asks potential 
dog owners about their needs -and^ ea^T 
wouldn’t give a big dog to somedl^S^sIfes a 
small apartment,” she says. “The dog should, 
be suited to the family and house.” 

The stray dogs aren’t given away free; each 
client is asked to “make a contribution” to 
the shelter, usually a few hundred. shekels. 
Most of the strays are female — "the unwan- 
ted of the dog world,” notes Comay. People 
are reluctant to spend IS600-800 on’ spaying. 

The dog shelter shares its grounds with 11 
horses — the prize possession of 43-year-old 
Nazareth-born Abed Zouabi, who is one of 
the three official international judges of Ara- 
bian horses in the Middle East. Ia a fenced-in 
area, Abed gives riding lessons, but — 
because he has only about two dozen students 
in these difficult economic times — his enter- 
prise is in danger of closing down. Students 
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■may take two lessons a'week for an annual fee w ? taD | " er

OF A PET

DOGS In Israel have never had ii so 
good as today — and cats too. 

Pet food people say that there is a 
trend away from keeping dogs 
towards raising cats: cat food sales 
are increasing at a greater rale 
than dog food. 

After speaking to a number of 
dog owners, it seems that Israelis 
prefer to feed their dog a polpouri 
of food — usually, what remains 
after a meal. Only if there isn't 
enough left over, do people supple- 
ment the feed, adding chopped 


frozen meat. But a growing number 
of dog owners are changing to ready 
prepared dog food, according 10 
Dan Cohen, managing director of 
Hagarin Ltd., importers of 
Dogmore from South Africa, and 
Michael Boraks, marketing 
manager of Israel Edible Products. 
Blue Band-Telma, manufacturers of 
Dogli dog food.. Leading this trend 
are institutions like security com- 
panies. the police and the IDF. 
which want to save time in prepar- 
ing the dog food. 

Both the Israeli-made dog rood 
and the imported one keep to inter- 
national rules. Dogmore has the ap- 
proval of the USA Kennel Club and 


Dogli has similar credentials. 

Both companies claim that their 
food involves vitamins and minerals 
which are vital for the dog’s health. 
Dogmore claims that it is low in 
fats. 

Dogmore is made from fish 
powder, meat powder, and remains 
from corn oil industry'. Catmore is 
virtually the same, but instead of 
meat powder it has milk powder. 

Boraks said that Dogli is made in 
Israel with knowhow from abroad. 
Scientists at Bar- Han University 
found ways to increase the 
nutiritionai value of the dog food. 
Because of the added vitamins the 
price is higher than some dog foods. 


FRIENDS who were moving house 
decided to divest themselves of part 
of their menagerie, and 
magnanimously presented us with 
their cockatoo. Actually, they gave 
it to my husband, who had been 
conducting a flirtation with the bird 
each lime he visited their house. 
No one asked me how I fell about 
this invasion of my privacy. It was 
assumed that since the winged 
creature originated from Australia, 
my own place of birth, 1 would be 
delighted by the constant presence 
of a fellow countryman. 

The bird can’t talk, but it certain- 
ly can squawk — which it does 
whenever it wants attention. It's a 
loud protracted squawk which 
drowns out the sound of the televi- 
sion during the most interesting 
programmes, and frightens people 
on the other end of the telephone 
during important conversations. 

Somehow, the bird can sense our 
straying pre-occupations and voices 
loud protest whenever it is being ig- 
nored. 


The first time we let it out of the 
cage, it made a bee-line for the 
library. Ah, we thought, an intel- 
ligent bird. Perhaps so; but its main 
interest in; our books was pecking 
away at the covers. When we tried 
to coax it back to its usual habitat, it 
took fright, arched its wings like two 
huge white fans and went zooming 
around the living room, scattering 
ail loose papers in its wake.

with single men and women 
sprinkled around in solitary, if sub- 
dued, splendour. One evening in 
Wales, I sat at a table so close to a 
neighbouring one that 1 could have 
asked its occupant, a scholarly- 
looking man, to pass the salt. 
Instead, he and 1 exchanged inter- 
mittent glances throughout the first 
course. He had a book propped 
against his water glass that ! had en- 
joyed, but its binding wouldn't stay 
put. Finally, in exasperation, he 


shut the book. What possible harm 
could come to me if I spoke to him? 
I timidly asked him if he would like 
me to fill him in on the chapter he 
was missing, By the time the third 
course came, the waiters had moved 
our tables together and we were 
sharing a bottle of wine and a 
stimulating literary discussion. 

On another evening, I sal alone in 
a Chilean nightclub wailing inter- 
minably for some folk lor ico dancers 
to perform. A nightclub is a truly 


dismal place for a woman alone. 
People go to them to have fun, and 
the laughter at surrounding tables, 
plus the effort of trying to look cal- 
iuous while couples are dancing to 
romantic music, is unsettling. When 
a man was ushered to an adjoining 
table, 1 decided to risk convention 
to ask him if he’d care to join me. 1 
reckoned that if he turned out to be 
less attractive than he appeared, I 
could grin and bear his company 
through the stage show and then 
leave immediately. 

Again, luck was with me. My new 
companion, was a Chilean business- 
man who had just put his wife and 
children on a plane. He was 
delighted to have company and put 
himself out to be charming and in- 
teresting. I learned more about San- 
tiago from him than ( did in a day of 
sight-seeing. At the end of the show, 
he walked me back to my hotel and 
we shook hands, perfectly proper 
friends. 

Recently, when I stayed at the 
family-oriented Dan Natanya 
Hotel. I invited a young German 
tourist at the next table lo come and 
sit with me. After enjoying a good 
dinner enhanced with lively conver- 
sation, she told me she was ‘Thril- 
led” that I’d invited her. She said 
she had wanted to do it herself but 
“didn't have the nerve.” 

Of course, I don't "have the 
nerve” to start conversations with 
everyone I see in restaurants or ser- 
vice counters. As a woman alone, 
I've had my share of fending off in- 
vitations from men who purposely 
chose to sit next to me in various 
places. The practice of people- 
watching can go a- long way though. 
Picking and choosing very carefully, 
following safe instincts, and study- 
ing the habits of possible temporary 
companions before summoning up 
the adrenalin to speak to strangers 
usually pays off. 

Two of my best friends are 


women I met on different planes 
returning from Israel. One is from 
Jerusalem; the other from Tel Aviv. 
It's a psychological fact that people 
are more free in conversation with 
strangers on long journeys than they 
are with people they’ve known for a 
life-time. Whole personal histories 
and repressed, deep-seated 
problems have a way of emerging, 
and, perhaps for wont of distrac-. 
tion, one lends to listen more intent- 
ly. Thanks to close bonds promoted 
by travel, both of my Israeli friends 
have visited my husband and me 
with their respective spouses, and I 
have visited them in Israel. 

On a train to Frankfurt two years 
ago, I met a man who not only 
helped me with my luggage on ar- 
rival, but invited me home to meet 
his wife. They made my visit to the 
city a memorable one, with subse- 
quent hospitality. They drove me 
around the country-side, took me lo 
a May wine festival, showed me 
Goethe's house, and even took me 
to a dinner party. I had avoided 
Germany for years because of dis- 
taste left by World War II. Getting 
to know an actual German family 
with whom 1 could freely discuss the 
issues gave me a more optimistic 
viewpoint of the newer generations. 

A few months later, taking advan- 
tage of the American dollar decline, 
my German friends visited America 
and spent a week-end at our home. 
We lent them a car so they could 
drive up to F.D.R.'s house at Hyde 
Park. Tliey spent an entire day there 
acquiring a “different viewpoint of 
the war.” 

I have made friends from Italy, 
Holland, Brazil. Switzerland, and 
even from various parts of the U.S., 
by venturing to speak to strangers in 
airport terminals, on ferries, and in 
department stores, and it has con- 
siderably illuminated my travels and 
broadened my scope. I have learned 
so much about business affairs that I 


no longer skip over the business sec- 
tion in 'newspapers. I understand to 
some degree the problems of run- 
ning an airplane factory, a news- 
paper , a granary, and an 
automobile planL Thanks to con- 
versations over tea m the Peking 
Hotel's lobby lounge with German. 
Japanese and English -businessmen. 
I have an inkling of what inter- 
national competition is all about. 1 
have developed a compassion for 
corporate executives who lead 
frenetic transient lives. 1 have also 
gained a small but concise 
knowledge of social mores and the 
life style in at least half a dozen 
countries. 

When I first started to travel by 
myself as a travel writer, the 
mechanics involved floored me. On 
previous vacation trips, my husband 
had always carried the luggage, 
handled, the money,* and. in 
restaurants, had hailed the waiters. 
Not the least of his self-appointed 
responsibilities was taking care of 
the various emergencies (hat in- 
variably cropped up in our wander- 
ings. Learning to cope alone was in 
a sense like growing up; ! learned 
the easy way to go by experience. 

About 60 per cent of the 87 
countries I have covered were 
visited in press groups. Journalistic 
tours are as well-orchestrated as 
commercial ones, /with a profes- 
sional guide to look after the lug- 
gage, hand out room assignments, 
and transfer one effortlessly from 
place to place. The real tests of 
travel though, and the sense of true 
adventure, come from solo jaunts. 

While carrying my own baggage 
has developed my muscles, it has 
also taught me to travel light. My 
first vocational investment was two 
light-weight bags, one for the 
shoulder, one for check-in. 1 also 
acquired an aluminium carrier with 
wheels for trips requiring several 
stops. It facilitates hauls through 


airports and hotel lobbies, and 
minimizes the expense of porter 
tips. I pack clothing that can be 
crushed without creasing, rolling up 
most garments in plastic super- 
market bags to keep them fresh and 
clean as long as possible. I start 
packing tbree days before a trip; 
that gives me time to have second 
thoughts about essentials, and 
strengthens me to. discard a few 
items. The important thing is to be 
prepared for all a sorts of weather 
rather than to be' attired differently 
each day. Unless I’m planning to 
spend the entire trip in one [dace, 
the same people rarely see me wear- 
ing the same outfit Lwice. When I 
am heading for a cold climate I tuck 
in a hot water bottle, an inestimable 
comfort that doesn't weigh much. 

My shoulder bag contains reading 
matter for the plane, jewelry and a 
camera, cosmetics, a bathing-suit, 
and a change of clothing in case my 
baggage temporarily goes astray. 
When I’m off to a place where the 
climate difTers from that of my 
'home base. 1 also include clothing 1 
can easily change into before the 
plane lands. A cotton shirt and light 
shoes can be a great preventive 
.measure against sweltering, or a 
handy cardigan can keep me warm 
in some distant airport aiid while en 
route to a hotel. 

My shoulder bag also contains an 
orange and a box or melba toast for 
an inexpensive breakfast in the 
event that the meal is not included 
. with the room tariff <57 breakfasts 
are an unjustified anathema by m> 
lights; I buy an orange and a roll 
every day that I am on the road to 
eat the following morning.) 

In this day and age, a woman has 
the fortunate choice of truly dis- 
covering the great big world out 
there. AH she has to do is hold on 
tightly to her purse and act sensibly 
to realize it’s not only “a man's 
world.”

Practising karate is a means of 
maintaining health and stamina. It 
builds character and endurance — 
you arc constantly pitting yourself 
against yourself; it is not a ‘show’ 
that you put on for others. And for 
women, it gives an added in- 
dependence, the conquering or 
fear: you know that you can cope in 
any situation, you know what lo ex- 
pect and how to deal with the unex- 
pected. 

“Karate also -offers a community 
of people. Acceptance and love 
from students and colleagues, that 
goes way beyond the four walls of 
the gym. A- special bond exists 
between practitioners of karate.” 

. This special bond wasn't always 
apparent. When Katz .started to 
train with Bong Clio r, she was still 
the butt of prejudice. She was one 
of two women in a class of some 50 
students. The men didn’t like her — 
she had by this lime become a “real 
fighter” and would agressively stand 
up for her rights. Over and over, she 
jyould be beaten up "accidentally” 
by male' students in sparring 
matches. And the more proficient 
she became, the higher up the 
karate ladder she moved, the more 
of a threat she became to the men, 
and .the more she was beaten up. 
After she received her green belt 
(the third in the series of five' belts) 
she was seriously beaten up. three 
times with broken bones in her legs, 
and was on crutches for several 
months. But this only made her the 
more determined to stay the course. 
As she says, “By this time, nothing 
would stop me.” 

Gradually, objective conditions 
became easier, as more and more 
women took up karate, and Katz 
was less isolated in her battles. She 
was approached by a women's col- 


lective lo teach them karate, and' 
gradually other women's groups ap- 
proached her. Eventually, she was 
able to give up her other jobs and 
earn her living as a karate teacher. 

As I am busily writing, Katz 
breaks into my notes. “1 forgo! to 
add, when we were talking about 
what karate gives me — it gives me 
the chance to earn my living doing 
the one thing I love doing more than 
anything else in the world. And 
that's no easy accomplishment for a 
working class woman!” 

In 1977, Sue Katz came to Israel 
for a year, and has remained here 
ever since. 


been a source of great help and 
support to me.” 

Katz was invited to the first big 
work-out in preparation for building 
the first Israeli Maccabiah team in 
1977, the first time that karate was 
included in the Maccabiah. This 
event put Israeli karate on the inter- 
national sporting map — and Sue 
Katz on the Israeli karate map. She 
gave several karate demonstrations 
at the 1977 Maccabiah, the first time 
in any semi-Olympic event that a 
woman has performed karate. She 
performed alone, and did 
demonstration fights with a black 
belt male partner. (As yet. there was 
a karate competition for men, bui 
not for women.) 

•The following year. Katz opened 
her own gym in Bet Hapoel in Kfar 
Saba. She teaches children from the. 
age of six, to' adults in their late for-; 
ties. About 10 per cent of her stu- 
dents are women — the national 
average for karate and judo. She 
hopes to encourage more women to 
train. 

This year, Katz was again in- 
volved in karate demonstrations, at 
the eleventh Maccabiah. Though 
both Israel and America had agreed 
in principle to enter women’s teams 
in competition karate, there were 
insufficient women of international 
standard — according to the Mac- 
cabiah rules, three teams had lo be 
entered. So Katz demonstrated, 
with her outstanding girl student, 
Dalia Shrier, a brown belt (the se- 
cond highest bell) and 24 students 
from her school. She hopes that in 
the next Maccabiah. women's karate 
teams will compete. 


On arrival in Israel. Katz went 
-straight to the ulpan at the Absorp- 
tion Centre in Kfar Saba, and within 
a week had started to leach karate 
to ulpan students and 
neighbourhood residents. After 
completing the ulpan, she con- 
tinued to teach in schools, com- 
munity centres, moshavim. and 
poor neighbourhoods in the en- 
virons of Kfar Saba. 

“How did it feel to be the first 
professional black belt (the highest 
karate belt) woman in Israel?” 
(Katz, who received her black, belt 
in 1975, is still the only woman 
professional black bell and teacher 
in Israel.) 

“It was exciting for me, and also a 
challenge. Karate has always been 
the poor step-sister erf" other sports 
in Israel, and 1 realized how much 
there was to do here. I was very well 
received by all the karate trainers 
here, and was invited by each one to 
visit his gym, or even to join his 
school, as I was the first profes- 
sional Tat Kwon Do karatisl to ar- 
rive in Israel. In the end. I 
gravitated to the. gym of Denis 
Hanover, the president of the Israel 
Karate Federation, and also presi- 
dent both times of the Maccabiah 
Karate, and the real founder of 
karate in Israel. He has continually 


Of Sue Katz’ many accomplish- 
ments in the field of karate, the fol- 
lowing must be mentioned: She is a 
member of the central co- 
ordinating committee of the Israel 
Karate Federation. She is responsi- 
ble for international relations with 
karate organizations abroad, and 
for the promotion of women’s 
karate in Israel. She and her team 
won the National Tai Kwon Do 
tournament this year. She and 
Shrier won first place at a women's 
demonstration competition held in 
Jerusalem in honour of the eleventh 
Maccabiah, in which most of the ma- 
jor Israeli gyms participated. 


What of the future? 

“Firstly, I hope that karate will 
now begin to take its rightful place 
in the world of sports. Until now, 
karate in Israel has been hardly 
recognized. We’ve received very lit- 
tle support from the government, 
and lots of distortions from the 
press. Nqw, since the eleventh Mac- 
cabiah, things are beginning to 
change. Did you know that karate 
made more money for the Mac- 
cabiah Committee than my other 
sport? Suddenlyeveryone is perking 
up and taking notice. 


“I hope that karate will become 
recognized, not only as an excellent 
sport, but also as a means for dis- 
ciplining and educating youth. 1 
would like to see karate programmes 
started in all schools. 


Meanwhile, Katz is trying to find 
space in Tel Aviv to open a gym. 
“So, If any women are serious, 
maybe they could pitch in and help 
to organize it.”

Tax bounty of close to 
IS4.5b. Lynn tells MKs 


Retailers to cut prices 5-10%

The Treasury expects to gel 
IS4.442m. more in tax revenues 
than anticipated in the original 
budget estimates. Most of the ad- 
ditional money will come from in- 
creased sales of goods on which 
purchase taxes were reduced, und 
from general expansion of business 
activity. 

In Sunday's debate of the sup- 
plementary budget of IS4b. in the 
Knesset Finance Committee. Stale 
Revenue Commissioner Uriel Lynn 
submitted a detailed breakdown of 
the additional tax revenue, for 
which the Treasury requested 
spending authorization according to 
Article 3 of the budget law. 

Tax revenue increased despite 
substantial tax reductions, the data 
show. Thus, the adjustment of the 
tux brackets for wage earners 
reduced income tax revenue b> 
IS2.64Gm.. the lower income tax on 
shift work cost another IS4i0m.. 
and the additional lax credit point 
granted to working juveniles cost 
IS60m. Together with cuts in 
properly taxes totalling lS72Gm.. 
revenue from taxes on income were 
reduced by IS4.380m. 

The seven reductions of purchase 
lax carried out since the beginning 
of the fiscal year cut revenue from 
(hut source by I SI. 850m. But the in- 
crease in sales resulting from these 
cuts brought in additional tax 
revenue of lS4.650m, so that the net 
increase was IS2,800m. 

At the same lime, the Treasury 
lost IS 200m. from freezing fuel 
prices. IS500m. from freezing, 
cigarette prices and from cutting ex- 


cises on tobacco. Another IS260m. 
in value added tax was forgone 
because lower purchase taxes also 
reduced income from VAT. In all. 
the Treasury got IS 1,840m. more 
from indirect taxes, reducing the 
fall in revenue from direct taxes to 
lS2.540m. 

This was made up for by stricter 
collection of tax deductions at 
source, bringing m an additional 
IS!.I55m., and by more revenue 
from the employers tax, which came 
to an exlrar fS2,300m. Another 
IS95m. was obtained from tighten- 
ing up the credit terms cm areas of 
purchase taxes. Altogether, the 
Treasury thus obtained a net 
revenue increase of IS 1,010m. from 
changes in tax regulations and tax 
rates. 

However, in addition to the net 
extra revenue obtained from 
changes in tax rates and regulations, 
the Treasury got more revenue than 
expected, through the combined 
results of stepped-up tax col lection 
and increased business activity. On 
balance, these factors brought in 
IS3,432m. more, bringing the total 
additional revenue to IS4.442m. 

Thus, the details provided to the 
Finance Committee by Lynn show 
that revenue from value added tax 

— which has remained unchanged 

— was IS 1,710m. higher than ex- 
. pccted. Revenue from customs 

duties and purchase taxes on im- 
ports also brought in IS 1,005m. 
more. These indications of higher 
consumption and. business activity 
are paralleled by higher income tax 
and employers’ lax revenues from 
the business sector. 


TEL AVIV. — A long list of con- 
sumer goods will be reduced in 
price this month, in many cases 
between 5 and 10 per cent, Avner 
Ben-Yakar, chairman of the 
Federation of Israeli Chambers of 
Commerce, announced yesterday. 

He said that the reductions were 
made possible due to the drop in in- 
terest rates the banks were charging 
on loans, and also due to the 
business community's desire to help 
tame inflation. 

In one case at least, the price of 
stationery, which was to be in- 
creased by 15 per. cent this month 


following the approval of the 
authorities, will be held at the pre- 
sent price level. 

Ben-Yakar noted that all the 
supermarket chains and department 
stores promised not only to pass on 
the full reduction to consumers, but 
also to hold individual price- 
reduction campaigns in other Helds. 
This would include processed foods, 
household utensils and winter 
clothing. Each one ofthe chains will 
soon announce such campaigns. 

The 5 to 10 per cent cuts will in- 
clude TV sets, refrigerators, 
washing machines, stoves, mixers, 
toys, sewing machines, musical in- 
struments, office equipment and 
furniture.

Locally made tires will cost 1 8 per 
cent less during December as a 
result of a reduction in purchase lax 
from 25 to 15 per cent. Another fac- 
tor is the agreement between the 
government and the distributors to 
reduce profit margins. 

Finance Minister Yoram Aridor 
on Sunday signed the ordinance 
reducing the purchase lax. This 
would have reduced the price of 
tires by 8 per cent, but officials at 
the ministries of industry and trade 


and at the transport ministry re- 
duced the distributors to cut their 


duced the distributors to cut their 
profits by 10 per cent for one 
month. 

The purchase tax cut, however, is 
for six months. Ministry officials 
said they will check whether the 8 
per cent price reduction will in fact 
be passed on to consumers. 

A main reason for the sizeable 
price reduction is the authorities' 
concern that motorists make sure 
their .cars have good tires for the 
rainy winter season.

TEL AVIV. — Chairman of Lite 
Histadrut trades union department 
Israel Kessar Monday criticized 
striking diamond workers- for. 
demanding a 70 per cent wage in- 
crease. The employers have offered 
a 20 per cent wage increase. 

In a press release issued after 
hundreds of strikers demonstrated 
outside the labour federation's 
headquarters iq Tel Aviv, Kessar 
said the workers' demand “cannot 
be a basis for practical 
negotiations." 

Negotiations ' between the 
Histadrut, the Diamond Workers 
Union and the employers have been 
“interrupted” by a group which has 
pushed the workers to take extreme 
steps, the communique said. 

His statement was obviously 
designed to drive a wedge between 
the strike leaders — many of whom 
are believed to be Likud members 
— and the majority of diamond 
workers. Some of the leaders were 
“motivated by political con- 
siderations,” the statement said. 

The press release was issued un- 
der explicit instructions oT 
Secretary-General Yeroham : 
Meshel after the demonstrators ; 
chanted he is “a son of abitcb" and 
there was “nobody in the world like 
David' Levy" (the deputy prime 
minister). 

The Histadrut has been disturbed 
by the apparent increase in Levy's 
popularity — al the labour federa- 
tion's expense — following his suc- 
cessful intervention in the El A I 
strike. 

A well-informed source' who 
asked not to be identified said 
wages fell after the diamond dealers 
were compelled to keep books. Un- 
til then they had given considerable 
under the table payments without 
deducting taxes.

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Scoring against ourselves 

THE FULL and final text of “The Memorandum of Understanding 
between the Government of the United Slates and the Government 
of Israel on Strategic Cooperation" has now been made public (that 
part of it which is not supposed to be secret, that is). Citizens of 
Israel, including Knesset Members and even cabinet ministers, are 
nun at last able to discover for themselves the sort of commitments 
.which the prime minister, consulting only his closest aides, has un- 
dertaken in this document on their behalf. 

Today's Knesset debate on motions of no-confidence submitted by 
the Alignment and Hadash will provide the first opportunity for an 
informed public analysis of the memorandum from Israel's point of 
\icw. However, unless the debate ends in defeat for the government, 
which is rather unlikely, it will serve no practical purpose. The deed, 
this memorandum, is now done, or rather signed, and since it re- 
quires no Knesset approval it cannot be undone, or varied, by parlia- 
ment. 

Expected to stand in during the debate for Mr. Begin, who is still 
unable to leave his hospital room. Defence Minister Sharon will 
doubtless laud the memorandum as a triumph of Israeli diplomacy, 
brimming with the promise of even more grandiose things than are 
actually encompassed in it. Mr. Sharon's earlier comments on the 
subject suggest that he knows belter, and a close scrutiny of the 
document shows it to represent a humiliating climb-down for the 
premier, and his defence minister, from the bright hopes they had 
originally pinned on strategic cooperation with the U.S. 

As it stands the memorandum is largely about military under- 
takings by Israel towards the U.S., and not the other way round. U.S.- 
isracli strategic cooperation is defined as being aimed "against the 
threat to peace and security in the region caused by the Soviet Union 
or Soviet-controlled forces from outside the region introduced into 
the region" {the latter presumably meaning Cubans. East Germans 
and North Koreans). These, or course, are the forces against which 
the U.S. itself is arrayed globally. 

The threat to Israel's peace and security, however, j'udging by of- 
ficial statements, stems primarily from such regional sources as Syria, 
or Iraq, or the PLO. which are aided and abetted by the Kremlin, or 
Saudi Arabia, which is being armed to the teeth by the U.S. itself. 

Washington's heavy emphasis on the Soviet factor is understan- 
dable: in the world stakes, the Soviet Union is America's main adver- 
sary. and besides, the U.S. wishes to avoid the impression in the Arab 
capitals that the memorandum is directed at them. The reason for 
Jerusalem's readiness to go along with the Americans on this is rather 
more obscure. 

As Yitzhak Rabin has pointed out. Israel is for the first time ever 
taking upon itself the role of a professed Toe of the Soviet Union, with 
all the consequences that might stem from this — and at a time when 
the U.S. itself is embarking on high-level strategic disarmament talks 
with the Russians. (Abba Eban has noted that the memorandum is in 
fact the firs! major document on interna tiona) security cooperation 
aimed specifically at the Soviet Union.) 

For the first time, loo, Israel has departed from the established 
doctrine that the function of Israel's armed forces to the 

defence of the homeland. 

The payoff for these momentous breaks with tradition and com- 
monscn.se is paltry: joint land and air exercises, for example, but 
significantly no joint land maneuvers. The promised cooperation in 
research and development, and in defence trade, could have been ef- 
fected without the pretentious structure set out in the memorandum. 
Why., then, the bother? 

Opinions will differ, but Washington's purpose was most likely to 
snare Jerusalem into a low-profile strategic cooperation, while 
building up an anti-Soviet strategic consensus with the “moderate" 
Arab states. Perhaps Washington also believed that could eventually 
take the sling out of the enmity between Arabs and Israelis. Mr. 
Bcgin's intention, on the other hand, was to defuse any possible 
American pressure on the Palestinian issue by building Israel up into 
America's major and indispensable ally in the Middle East. 

If these indeed were their original plans, both governments may 
await biller disappointment.

allowed to witness the sig i.ig 
ceremony even though Israeli of- 
ficials hud wanted the session to be 
open to news coverage. 

In addition, the ccremonj did not 
lake place in an official U.S. 
government building, but rather at 
The National Geographic magazine 
building. 

Haig, when asked whether the 
U.S. w as ashamed of the agreemeni. 
replied: "Not at alL.it was a verv 
open affair." 

At a Pentagon briefing, 
spokesman Henry Caito said he was 
unaware of any secret or undis- 
closed agreements attached to the 
memorandum of understanding. 
Other U.S. officials also rejected 
the notion that a secret annex might 
have been approved. 

Sharon, during his session with 
the Israeli press Monday night, hud 
specifically insisted that some secret 
aspects of the agreement will be 
concluded once the proposed work- 
ing groups open discusssions in 
January. 

But in the fuce of dear U.S. sen- 
sitivity on this point, yesterday he 
backtracked, pointing out only that 
following the January session, "no 
doubt some details that will be con- 
cluded might be classified," 

Sharon had gone to great lengths 
earlier to say that the upcoming 
secret clauses had been one of the 
major successes of the three-month 
bargaining process which led to 
Monday’s signing. 

U.S. officials said the memoran- 
dum need not be submitted to the 
U.S. Congress for approval since it 
was not an international treaty, only 
an executive agreement. 

U.S. officials noted that the 
agreement refers only to non-Arab 
troops stationed in the Middle Eust. 
Pentagon .spokesman Callo yester- 
day gave as examples Cubans and 
East Germans. He specifically rule'd 
out Soviet clients in the Arab world, 
like Syria and Iraq. Israel had un- 
successfully sought broader 
language to embrace Syria, Iraq. 
Libya and the PLO and other pro- 
Soviet Arab forces. 

State Department spokesman 

Dean Fischer repeatedly referred to 

the exact language of the joint U.S.- 
Israelf statement, explaining that 
the agreement “is not directed at 


any stale or group of slates within 
the Arab world." 

In explaining why Israel agreed to 
the specific language directed only 
against the Soviet Union, Sharon 
said that Israel should “face facts." 
The Soviets, he said, have been 
behind anti-Israel efforts for 25 
years. 

Israel, he continued, faces "two 
circles" of threats — one from those 
Arab countries which have refused 
to sign peace treaties with Israel, 
the other from the Soviets and 
Soviet-controlled camp. The 
memorandum, he added, is 
designed to help Israel in its struggle 

In addition to reviewing the 
strategic pact. Haig and Sharon 
yesterday also discussed other 
related issues, including the nearly- 
resolved matter of West European 
participation in the Sinai mul- 
tinational peacekeeping force. 

Haig told reporters a joint U.S.- 
Israeli statement on the mailer 
probably will be issued later this 
week. "I'm cautiously optimistic 
that we will achieve a satisfactory 
agreement." he said. 

Sharon brought with him Lo the 
Slate Department the direc- 
to general of the Finance Ministry. 
Ezra Sadan. so that a full review of 
pending U.S. economic assistance 
to Israel could take place. The 
secretary once again promised lo 
try to fulfil the long-standing U.S. 
commitment to purchase some S200 
million worth of Israeli-made 
military equipment for -the U.S. 
armed forces. 

They also reviewed prospects for 
Israeli maintenance or U.S. air 
force and naval equipment in the 
Mediterranean — another source or 
potentially significant income for 
Israel.

THE EVACUATION of Sinai is 
around the corner, and the tragic 
death of President Sadat increased 
the uncertainly about future rela- 
tions with Egypt and the peace 
process once all of Sinai has been 
returned. 

Meanwhile, forces have been un- 
leashed that are likely to cause the 
suspension, or even the complete 
abolition, of the peacemaking 
process: the improvement of the 
strategic position of Egypt versus 
Israel with the return of Sinai: the 
striving of the new regime in Cairo 
to gain legitimacy from other Arab 
countries, as well as from internal 
radical national and religious fac- 
tions: Egypt's need for (and the 
availability of) massive economic 
support from Arab oil-producing 
countries in the Gulf: and the in- 
stitutionalization of political rela- 
tions with the U.S. 

All these factors may eventually 
persuade Egypt to abandon the path 
of peace and return to the fold of 
Israel's enemies. In order to prevent 
such a development, ways and 
means should be sought to secure 
the peace process. In the present 
political context, the only move 
likely to keep the momentum of the 
peace process is to try to tread the 
path of autonomy. 

Implementation of autonomy, 
however, depends entirely upon the 
cooperation of the population of the 
territories. In Judea and Samariu. 
there is no plausible chance that 
such cooperation could be obtained 
within the short period remaining 
before the evacuation of Sinai. Only 
certain elements within the Israeli 
administration are able to cherish 
the illusion that a handful of 
puppet-like characters will be the 
carriers of salvation. But the 
chances of implementing autonomy 
in the Gaza Strip seem considerably 
more encouraging, provided that 
the three partners to the autonomy- 
negotiations — Egypt, Israel and 
the U.S. — make maximum efforts 
to further this objective. 

THE POPULATION of the Gaza 
Strip lives in conditions of almost 
unprecedented density. 1200 
persons per square kilometre. More 
than 40 per cent of the population

A far-sighted plan could defuse a “time bomb in Israel’s lap” and 
involve the population of the Gaza Strip in the autonomy plan, 
writes EPHRAIM AHIRAM. 


live in refugee camps, where filLh. 
flies and sand prevail. About 

180.000 people live in such dismal condi- 
tions. and their numbers have not 
diminished since Israel entered the 
area. Although incomes, mainly 
from work in Israel, are con- 
siderably better than in the past, 
they do not provide the population 
— and in particular not the 
refugees — with reasonable stan- 
dards of dwelling, sanitation, etc. 

Without a basic change in at- 
titude towards the development or 
Gaza, the future of the Strip will be 
even more bleak than at present. 
Forecasts indicate that the area's 
population in the year 2,000 will be 

800.000 with a density of 2.500 
persons per sq.km. The water shor- 
tage will worsen, and many water 
sources will suffer from extreme 
salination, resulting in far-reaching 
destruction of the existing 
agriculture. 

A close examination of the pre- 
sent situation and future prospects 
in Gaza shows that Israel has a lime 
bomb in its lap. and the trigger is the 
demographic and socio-economic 
situation in the Strip. Adding the ex- 
plosive factor of nationalism, one 
can hardly overestimate the danger 
of this bomb. Dismantling the trig- 
ger and solving a severe 
humanitarian problem should be of 
a concern of mutual interest to all 
parties involved, Egypt. Israel and 
the U.S.. as well as the entire pop- 
ulaton of the Gaza Strip and the 
sane elements among their leaders. 

Therefore, the establishment of 
the autonomy in Gaza should be 
linked to a far-reaching plan for 
solving the basic problems of its 
population, which must assure that 
the resources necessary for its 
implementation will be provided. 
Such a plan could secure the par- 


ticipation of the population of the 
Strip in establishing autonomy 
there. 

The Israeli delegation should be 
the one to submit such a proposal to 
the tripartite autonomy negotia- 
tions. It should be based on 
implementation during the five-year 
transitional period of the autonomy 
agreed upon in the Camp David Ac- 
cords. 

THE PLAN should include Lhe fol- 
lowing main components: 

□ Refugees still in camps should 
be provided with decent and ade- 
quate dwellings, plus all the neces- 
sary infrastructure and community 
services. 

□ 200 million cubic metres of 
water annually should be brought 
from the Nile to the Gaza Strip. 
This quantity of water would 
eliminate the existing shortage of 
some 30 million cu.m, in the area 
and supply a sufficient amount to ir- 
rigate most of the still unirrigated 
land in the Strip. 

□ Irrigation will make possible ex- 
tensive development of agriculture 
in the Strip, even more than doubl- 
ing the present value of production 
and considerably increasing 
agricultural exports. 

□ Completion of the general in- 
frastructure in the area. 

□ Extensive construction- activity, 
the development and expansion of 
agriculture and infrastructure, will 
also provide a sound base for a 
sprouting manufacturing industry. 

□ A voluntary emigration of a 
few thousand residents of (he Strip 
every year. In spite or all the other 
suggested developments, it is un- 
likely that the Gaza Strip will be 
able to absorb a considerable in- 
crease in its population. This 
emigration should balance approx- 


imately the natural increase in the 
population. 

The investment required for 
implementation of the whole 
programme amounts to about 
$2-3 b. or S400-600m. annually. About 
half of it will have to be invested in 
dwellings. Financing this plan is not 
a mission impossible. For example, 
the Egyptian water earner from the 
Nile river to the border of the Gaza 
Strip could conceivably be financed 
by the World Bank. . 

Doubtless, however, the main 
burden will have to be borne by the 
U.S. directly. Or the U.S. will have 
to persuade international agencies 
and individual countries to par- 
ticipate in the required effort, in 
spite of probable resistance from 
the Arab countries. The U.S. will 
also have to take upon itself to.per- 
suade countries the world over to 
accept potential emigrants from the 
Strip. The willingness of the U.S. to 
take on the task, -unflinchingly, of 
striving for these goals will be a- 
measure of the candidness or 
Washington’s stand that it. intends 
to perpetuate the Camp David 
peace process. 

The main contribution of Egypt 
would be in allocating the Nile 
water. The carrier to Gaza would 
also enable the development of 
agriculture in El Arish and the 
Rafiah Approaches. 

For Egypt the 200 million cu.m, 
of water annually, out of the tens of 
billions of cu.m, flowing in the Nile, 
.can truly be considered a negligible 
quantity. This drop of water could 
easily be saved elsewhere by utiliz- 
ing more efficiently the huge quan- 
tities provided by the Nile. And 
Israel can easily provide the exper- 
tise to achieve such savings. Israel 
will also be able to assist in the 


development 'of agriculture m the 
Strip, and most probably will be 
asked to contribute to the develop- 
ment of infrastructure. 

THE MAIN implication of these 
proposals for the population of 
Gaza is that approximately within 
five years, they would enjoy a 

quality of life incomparably higher 
than at present, and much better 
than they could expect within the- 
framework of 'any other political 
solution. 

A considerable part of the 
proposed plan would be cry stallized 
and executed by the authorities of 
the autonomy. Thereby the duties, 
allocated to these authorities would 
contain real substance. The price 
the people of' Gaza would have to. 
pay for this programme will be the 
uncertainty about their political 
future once the five-year tran-. 
shional period ends. 

As already mentioned, there is lit- 
tle' probability that economic 
leverage could at present persuade 
the inhabitants of Judea and 
Samaria, too, to cooperate in the es- 
tablishment of an autonomy in their 
area. Their standard ofliving is con- 
siderably higher and their economic 
future not seriously endangered, as 
is the -case in Gaza. Their national 
awareness is stronger and the in- 
fluence of Egypt negligible.. 
However, one can hope that the ex-- 
ample of unprecedented economic , 
development in Gaza would even- 
tually persuade the people ofJudea; 
and Samaria to join the peace- 
process. 

These far-reaching proposals may ; 
yet provide the decisive element in - 
maintaining the momentum of the 
peace process, and preventing its. 
disruption. They do pot constitute a 
basic solution to Lhe Palestinian ■ 
problem. However, the implement 
tat ion of these suggestions could 
become an important addition in es- 
tablishing in the area a modus mendi 
-for a considerable period. .

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POLITICAL TERRORISM is 
stalking Europe like a bad dream 
and sending shivers down the spine 
of the body politic. Like all night- 
mares, this one won't go away until 
we wake up. 

Chancellor Bruno Kreisky of 
Austria, in his franker moments, at- 
tests that appeasing terrorists will at 
best bring a temporary respite. His 
experience has shown that appease - 
ment, even the granting of 
diplomatic recognition and honours 
to the terrorists and their causes, 
will not buy immunity. 

The only way to end the night- 
mare is to stand up to the terrorists. 
By now it must be clear lo all but 
those who insist on continuing their 
slumber, notwithstanding the fre- 
quent exploding of bombs, that the 
modem terrorism of the last quarter 
of this century' is no longer a ran- 
dom eruption of scattered 
grievances, real or imagined. 

Terrorism has become a tool of 
Soviet policy, a continuation of the 
Cold War “by other means." 
trained, armed and directed by 
Moscow to serve the Kremlin's pur- 
poses. Years ago, a department in 
the bureau of Soviet Defence 
Minister Ustinov was established to 
direct international (error. 

A modicum of understanding and 
foresight should have sufficed, 
when the current terrorism reared 
its head more than a decade ago. to 
see that terror feeds on its own suc- 
cess and will never be subject to its 
own limitations, geographic or 
ethnic. It was unreasonable to ex- 
pect that "only the Jews" would be 
its victims and experience has 
shown, with a vengeance, just how 
unreasonable the expectation was. 

What is surprising is that Europe, 
less than half a century after the rise 
of Adolf Hitler, can believe, or per- 
suade itself, that terror cun be 
limited by prudent concessions and 
appeasement. 

It is a moot point whether 
Moscow created terrorism or 
adopted it as a tool. It is beyond 
doubt, however, that today ter- 
rorism is a tool in the hands of 
Moscow and is directed against ihe t 
whole of the Free World, and nor 
merely against Israel. Indeed, Israel 
is the one target that has been able 
to protect itself in large measure 
from the terrorists’ evil designs. 


Slumbering West 

The Free World must wake up to what terrorism really is — 
Moscow’s tool for continuing the Cold War by other means, says 
YEKUTIEL X. FEDERMANN. 
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precisely because it refused to ac- 
cept them passively. 

Has it not been remarked in the 
chancelleries of Western Europe 
that terrorism stops short of the 
Iron Curtain? Can reasonable 
statesmen be so blind as to fail to 
see that here is more than coin- 
cidence? The Soviets are immune to 
terrorism, because they control it. 
Domestic terror in the Soviet bloc is 
impossible precisely because the 
Soviets, unlike Western Europe, 
will not tolerate it, though they 
could not prevent the uprising of 
the people of Hungary. 
Czechoslovakia, Poland and before, 
of East Germany. 

INTOXICATED BY their succes- 
ses, and dizzied by the sheen of the 
red carpels the governments of 
Europe and of Japan have rolled out 
for them, the terrorists march on. 
controlled by Moscow. The threads 
linking the PLO, the nucleus of 
modern terrorism, with the Baader- 
Meinhof gang in Germany, the Red 
Brigades in Italy, and lesser terror 
organizations elsewhere are too 
plain to be ignored. 

Under the noses of the Free 
World. Moscow has established a 
"Cominterror." to replace the* 
notorious Comintern of the thirties. 
It is unfortunately much more 
dangerous than the Comintern ever 
was. That body was made up of mis- 
guided intellectuals. The 
“Cominterror," in contrast, appeals 
not to the intellect, but to the vilest 
instincts. It holds out no false 
promse for a better tomorrow, or 
for the equality of man: its prize is 
the sight of blood and sulTering lo 
bring about anarchy, paid for from 
the well-filled purses of the 
Cominterror. 

Some governments, notably that 
of Saudi Arabia, have tried literally 
to buy immunity by financing the 
terrorists, the PLO, with generous 
funds from their fabulous oil 
revenues. Feeding the crocodile in 
the hope it will not bite the hand 
that feeds it is a vain hope. 

All their black gold will not save 
Saudi Arabia from the PLO when 
Moscow decides the lime is ripe. It 
is unreasonable to expect that the 
PLO will make do with handouts 


when it can take ©*et the kitty, or ' 
that Moscow will risk a world war 
by invading the Saudi oil wells if its 
PLO proxy can do so with the possi- 
ble approval, or at least tacit con- 
sent, of the Western appeasers. One 
cannot forget the fate of Iran and 
the situation which developed. 

It needs but a short memory to 
remember that after all the appease- 
ments of Hitler by the Western 
democracies were exhausted, they 
finally had to stand up and fight him 
for their lives, at a tragically giant- 
cost in human fife and sacrifice, 
precisely because they refused lo 
wake up in time. 

Terrorism and defeatism must not « 
be allowed to do Moscow's work 
while the Kremlin keeps its own 


Hands clear!. Who orgdiiizild Hit 
peaceful demonstrations of more 
than 600,000 people in various 
European capitals against nuclear 
armament? It is the same brain that 
is behind organized terror in the 
world. 

THE WEST must establish a Joint 
Staff to combat terrorism, modelled 
on the general staff of an army .at 
war. It must have real power and be 
seen by leaders and peoples alike to 
be effective, vigorous and business- 
like. , 

It must not be one more body of 
bureaucrats, but a tough, no- 
nonsense agency with power and 
the willingness to use it, possibly 
headed by the vice-president of the 


U.S., to make it quite clear that it ' 
means business. 

Such an agency will combat ter-; 
rorisra on its own terms, whether it! 
may be the PLO, the neo-Nazis, the. 
Red Brigades, and all the other 
cancerous cells that together com- 
prise international terrorism. It will 
also have the vital task of arousing 
the peoples of the Free World to the 
clangers of international terrorism 
and terrorist governments like that 
of Muaimnar Gaddafi said of the 
“Better Red than Dead” attitude, 
or “Yankee Go Home" — the 
shortsighted striving for comfort 
now, and we may not live to have to 
pay the price later. 

There is no need to be either red 
or dead, if there is still enough will 
left in the Free World to recognize 
the international situation for what 
it is: a full-scale war by other means 
aimed at world domination. It can 
be fought only by full-scale 
mobilization of the fighting spirit of 
all those who still value liberty 
above everything else. The night- 
mare won’t go. away until we wake 
up. Terrorism will not end until we 
oppose it, attack it and fight it. 
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
